There is 
a 
meat 
shortage 
for 
everyone except the mosquitos, ac­ 
cording to recent entomological re­ 
search in Hie backyards of Hondo. It 
has also been firmly established that 
there is no shortage of mosquitos, 
chiefly because there has been no 
shortage of rain to assist them 
in 
breeding activities. 
And if there were any famous en­ 
tomologists around to consult, they 
would 
eorrobate this 
information 
with a sentence roughly equivalent 
to “ You ain’t seen nothing yet.1' 
The 
point is, the parent 
mos­ 
quitos lay their eggs in moist soil, 
but the eggs won’t hatch until .hey 
are flooded. It then takes a period 
of from IP to 20 days. depending on 
whether the weather is hot or cool,

appreciation for good 
meat. 
Our 
rains of a couple of weeks ago are 
responsible for the present mosquito 
population. 
So don’t blame last week’s rains 
for this week’s mosquitoes. A brand 
new bloodthirsty generation is beat­ 
ing 
its head against the walls 
of 
shells flooded by the rains of the 
past IO days, and open season on the 
populace is about a week away. 
There is only one consolation, ac­ 
cording to W. T. Mills, head of the 
Medina county health unit, and that 
is that the incidence of mosquito- 
borne disease is negligible. They are 
big and have plenty of pest value, 
according to Mills, but they don’t

of water on his land,

Gets C A A Approval 


To Train Veterans 


Approval of full flying training- at 
Bandera A irport was received Sept. 
2. 1946, by H angar Six, Inc,, ope­ 
rator- of the Bandera Airport located 
on the Flying L Raneh, 
Bandera, 
Texas. Certified for all phases of 
flight instruction, as well as instru­ 
ment 
and complete ground school 
courses, the B andera Airport thus 
become- the only such school in the 
entire Southern portion of Texas. 
Within a few weeks the first class 
of veterans to enroll for flight train ­ 
ing under the “ G. I. Bill Of Rights 
will start flying.

T exas Station Shows 
Soil Improvement 
Aids Crop Yield 


Increase in 
production of 
loft 
pounds per acre is the im provem ent 
recorded by the Texas A. Si M. ex ­ 
perim ent station by planting fertili­ 
zed and inoculated hairy vetch. 
The experim ent station, pointing 
out that it pays to plant fertilized 
and inoculated legumes for soil irn- 
provment, .showed th a t the increa'O 
in yield following vetch that was not 
fertilized 
or inoculated vvas 
only 
five pounds of lint per acre. 
Fertilization 
a n d 
inoculation 
brought the yield up an average of 
59 pounds of lint per acre, with cer­ 
tain fields improving by IOO pounds. 
Another demonstration station in 
which cotton followed Hubam clover 
showed a five year average yield of 
315 pounds of lint cotton per Acre. 
The total was only 165 pounds more 
than cotton grown without the clo­ 
ver. Corn yield, however, was 
in­ 
creased IO bushels an acre by the 
clover.

Oklahoma Sets Sesquicentennial 
Noting First W hite Settlement 
H istorical Pageant Planned 
As Highlight o f State F air 


By WNU Matures. 
MUSKOGEE, OKLA.—To the astronomer and the geologist 
150 years is the merest fragment of time. Even the student o 
recorded history stands in no awe of such a period. But to lh 
more finite-minded people of Oklahoma it represents a consider­ 
able span of time. In fact, it measures the period that has elapsec 
since the first white settlement in their state. That is why they^ro 
going all out this year to celebrate the 150th anniversary of that 


event. 
In ac co rd a n ce with a joint resolution of the state senate 
and house of representatives passed^ 
in 1939, Oklahoma will celebrate the 
150th anniversary of the day when 
Maj. 
Jean 
Pierre 
Chouteau, 
a 
French fur trader, led a peaceful 
invasion into the uncharted South­ 
west and set up a trading post at 
the site of the present-day city of 
Salina in Mayes county of north­ 
eastern Oklahoma. 
In Muskogee, some 50 miles south 
of the site of Chouteau’s settlement, 
plans are being pushed for a cele­ 
bration to carry out the legislative 
resolution. 
Seeks Trading Post. 
In the early spring of 1796, Chou­ 
teau left St. Louis, where he was 
a member of an influential family of 
traders and merchants, to find a 
suitable location for a new trading 
post among the Indians of the South­ 
west. 
Traveling 
southward 
along the 
Grand river, the Frenchman found 
the site he had dreamed of—a place 
where an abundant supply of game, 
mostly 
deer 
and 
wild 
turkeys, 
abounded 
among 
thick 
timber 
which would provide a ready source 
of building m aterial. By what Chou­ 
teau must have regarded as provi­ 
dential good luck, the site also stood 
near an inexhaustible supply of salt, 
a vital necessity to his men and ani­ 
mals. 
To crown the good features 
of the location, the river itself would 
furnish transportation facilities. 
The pioneer lost no time in con­ 
structing a large log trading post at 
what is now Salina. 
Post Abandoned. 
Economic reverses, however, dis­ 
appointed the French explorer, svho 
discovered that the territory was not 
the permanent home of any Indian 
tribe and that prospects of support­ 
ing a trading post, however pro­ 
pitious the location in other re­ 
spects, were insufficient to justify 
making the venture a permanent 
settlement in the area. 
Chouteau returned to St. Louis 
and for six years the little trading 
post stood silent and abandoned in 
the wild loveliness of a primitive 
country. 
But in 1802 events trans­ 
pired that gave new life to the set­ 
tlement. 
Through the traders’ ef­ 
forts the Osage Indians of the Mis­ 


souri valley removed their homes 
to eastern Oklahoma. 
It was a double victory for the 
Frenchman. 
He had sought re­ 
venge on the Spanish government 
which had taken his trading monop­ 
oly and given it to one of its subjects. 
By the migration of the Indian 
from the Spaniard’s trade territory, 
Krjciripcc 
virtnallv ruined. 
In addition, it created a mar­ 
ket for Chouteau’s abandoned 
trading post to which he re­ 
turned to start the 150-year pa­ 
rade of progress which has 
made a great, modern state 
from a wilderness. 
A celebration to be held in con­ 
nection with the annual Free State 
fair at Muskogee, scheduled for the 
week of September 29 through Oc­ 
tober 6, will bear Gov. Robert S. 
K err’s stamp as the “official” Ok­ 
lahoma commemoration of her ses­ 
quicentennial. 
Pioneers to Participate. 
During three days of the fair, a 
colorful pageant will be presented. 
Several hundred 
eastern Oklaho­ 
mans, many of them direct de­ 
scendants of early-day pioneers, will 
appear in the pageant, which will 
portray the arrival of Chouteau in 
the state and the story of the little 
trading post. 
C. E. Chouteau, an official of the 
Indian agency at Muskogee, will fill 
the role of his illustrious ancestor. 
The fair, a gala panorama of mid­ 
way gaiety and agricultural and ed­ 
ucational 
exhibits, 
yearly 
draws 
thousands of visitors from eastern 
Oklahoma and adjacent Arkansas. 
In addition to the sesquicenten­ 
nial pageant, fair visitors will be 
able to view a comprehensive dis­ 
play of the state’s agricultural and 
industrial outputs. The fertile farms 
which dot Oklahoma will contrib­ 
ute 
their 
animal 
and 
vegetable 
produce to the fair and the modern 
educational institutions of the sec­ 
tion will present exhibits. 
Fairgoers may see the original 
site of Chouteau’s landing by a short 
drive from Muskogee and may visit 
other 
interesting historical 
spots 
near this city, the original capital 
of the Five Civilized tribes.

War Treks Fail 
To Lead Farm 
Youths to City 


Life in the armed forces, which 
introduced 
thousands 
of 
farm 
youths to glittering cities and far­ 
away lands, did not dim their love 
for farm life. 
More than a million 
veterans of World War ll have re­ 
turned to farm work throughout 
the nation, it is revealed in a bureau 
of agricultural economics report. 
Veterans on farms by July I to­ 
taled 1.045.000, according to the bu­ 
reau report, the number including 
713.000 farm operators or members 
of farm operators’ families, and 
332.000 hired workers. 
Veterans comprised 9 per cent of 
all persons employed on the nation s 
farms. 
The number of veterans on farms 
was slightly more than three-fourths 
the 
number 
of 
warm 
workers 
who enlisted or were inducted up to 
July I, 1945. 
In the Northeast and on the Pacific 
coast, the number of veterans re­ 
turning to farms was larger than 
the number who entered the armed 
services. 
In other sections they 
were from 70 to 80 per cent. 
A total of ll million was engaged 
in farm work.

TRAVELERS ARE ‘JOLTED’ 


Vacation Costs Soar to New All-time Peak 
War-weary 
Americans, 
reveling 
in the lifting of travel restrictions, 
gasoline rationing and steady war­ 
time duties, are hitting the high­ 
ways and byways by the millions 
this summer and fall bound for 
their first vacation jaunt in long 
years. 
Not only on the highways are they 
receiving a jolt, however, for va­ 
cation costs, which climbed through­ 
out the war years, now have soared 
to a new all-time high. 
Thousands are being jolted 
by 
boosts in the rates of resort hotels, 
inns and cottages. A few resort 
places haven’t raised the ante since 
last year, but virtually all charge 


substantially more than they did in 
prew ar and early war years. 
Surveys of hotel directories show 
that the increase in rates range 
generally from 15 per cent to more 
than IOO per cent since prewar 
days. Many inns which were aban- 
donqd before the war because of 
guest shortages have reopened and 
are doing a capacity business at 
rates as high as $50 a day for two 
persons. 
Travel experts say an increase 
amounting to more than 50 per cent 
is quite typical in most sections. 
A few old inns, apparently de­ 
sirous cf maintaining the goodwill 
of patrons, have made surprisingly 
small increases. 
At the other ex­ 
trem e, say officials of travel organi­ 


zations, are some unscrupulous op­ 
erators who have used room short­ 
ages to gouge the vacationing pub­ 
lic. 
Other Costs Hiked. 
Food sold along the highway also 
costs more. Boat and bicycle rent­ 
als and golf fees have been raised, 
in many instances by more than IOO 
per 
cent. 
Fishing 
and 
hunting 
guides also are asking bigger pay. 
Barring a business slump, vaca­ 
tion costs probably will be as high 
or higher next year. The American 
Automobile association expects that 
many 
potential 
vacationers, 
now 
hesitant about driving the old car 
any distance on poor rubber, will 
have new cars or new tires by next 
summer. 


Here’s Fish Stories—but These Didn’t Get Away from Census Takers 


LONG 
BEACH, CALIF.—Here’s 
another fish story—it concerns size 
—but not those that got away. At 
least, California fish and game com­ 
mission hopes none got away, for 
the story deals with the commis­ 
sion’s semiannual population census 
of fish. 
The commission takes its census 
by three m ajor methods, the results 
of all three being correlated to de­ 
termine estimated number of fish 


to be offered for sale or taken to 
canneries. 
In the first method, a list of com­ 
m ercial fishing boats, together with 
their time and place of catch, is 
kept. 
As the second step, five samples 
of 50 fish each are taken from 
catches throughout the fishing sea­ 
son to check the average size of fish 
in each catch. 
Size is determined 
by counting the rings on the scales. 


following the method utilized by 
archeologists in checking tree rings 
to determine a tree’s age. For each 
year a fish lives a ring is seen on 
its scales. 
Third method involves tagging 
samples of IOO fish taken from a rep­ 
resentative catch, the fish then be­ 
ing turned loose until the next sea­ 
son, 
when 
researchers 
check 
catches to determine percentage of 
older fish reappearing.

Making Good Jelly: To extract 
the juice from fruits and berries 
so that it is clear, use several 
thicknesses 
of 
cheesecloth 
or 
some 
flannel. 
A 
wire 
mesh 
strainer may be used to hold the 
cloth. The bag should never be 
squeezed or the jelly will 
be 
cloudy 
The best jellies are made in 
small 
batches so that cooking 
time can remain short. 
For fruits rich in pectin (jell­ 
ing quality), use 34 to I cup of 
sugar for each cup of juice. 
The pectin content of fruits is 
highest when they are just bare­ 
ly ripe. A combination of under­

“Bad Lands” Into Good Meat 


Vi-'Vp and resourcefulness in 
the 
. molding of various kinds of 
abandoned and unproductive lands may 
pay dividends. The return of such "bad lands” 
to profitable use is equally important to pro­ 
ducers and to us at Swift 
Company. Be­ 
cause4 "what helps agriculture helps all of us.” 
Here is a story of such vision. Here is an ex­ 
ample of one man’s initiative. 
Like a farm torn up by a giant's plow, 600 
acres of Illinois strip mine land stood hare.

Further seeding of a 
grass legume mixture is done each year by 
airplane. Brome grass has got a start, and now 
his pastures will be even more productive. In 
addition to grass, plenty of drinking water for 
the cattle is held in the little valleys. 
Since being returned to usefulness, this land 
has averaged a net profit of $7 an acre each 
year. Similar Illinois land has recently sold for 
$25 an acre. 
This is only one example. Every state has 
unproductive lands. Many other men have re­ 
turned them to use—and profited. Huge areas 
still offer a challenge and an opportunity to 
American producers everywhere. Your op­ 
portunity, too, may be indicated by such a 
little thing as sweet clover growing on aban­ 
doned land.

Th* bulletin advocate* ranchers planning their breed­ 
ing a a on so th a t calves are bom during 1 he months of March, April, 
md May. Calves horn during these months usually are of sufficient 
ag* and m aturity to wean before winter sets in. During th*1 winter 
m onths it is suggested they be fed all of the good 
tame 
gras? an*j 
clover hay they will clean up without waste. T hey should be placed 
on good range in the summer and on irrigated pasture^ during the 
fall Then they will be ready to market as feeders a t 17 months of 
age Under these conditions, they are held on the ranch only one win­ 
ter and may In* expected to weigh from 700 to 750 pounds. 
When calves are born in other than the spring months, a large per­ 
centage of them m ust tx- fed on the ranch throughout two winters 
before they make satisfactory selling weights. Records show that 
cattle carried on the rare ii for two winters have reached an average 
of 27 m onths of age at selling tim e and weigh approximately 8*5 
pounds. Even though these cattle are practically a year older limn 
seasonally bred cattle, they average only 150 pounds heavier than the 
younger animals. This is because calves b m late in the year make 
wily a poor start when wanter sets in. 
The most rapid as well as the most economical gains are made by 
younger animals. Gains gradually decline as cattle approach m ature 
ages unless they are placed on extensive feeding rat ions.

Geography of Meat Production and Consumption 


The United States by rail is approxim ately 3,000 miles from East to 
West. I t ia about 2.000 miles from N o rth to South. N ot all of it-s 
1,934,326,280 acres produce agricultural products. Neither do all of 
its square miles have the same num ber of people. T he western part, in­ 
cluding th e Corn Belt, is the great food producing area. The East is the 
section in which most of the people live. 
Approximately two-thirds of the livestock is produced west of the 
Mississippi River.

YUGOSLAV! AN INCIDENTS 
PART OF REDS’ PLAN 
w a s h i n g t o n .—The Tito claim 
that the killing of American air pas­ 
sengers was “ .in unfortunate acci­ 
dent” offered an imposition upon 
the intelligence of an imbecile. 
It 
was a step in Russia's “ peace of 
nerves” program, a step which went 
too far. 
The “ peace of nerves” which Rus­ 
sia 
has 
been 
conducting 
against 
western civilisation is not new, and 
made no one nervous. 
The devices 
used were first invented by Hitler 
and Mussolini 
As any important 
questions cam e up internationally, 
the Nazis and Fascists created dis­ 
turbing incitants in order to threat­ 
en and weaken their opposition, thus 
to win easier concessions. Such drv- 
lomatic tricks are really as old as 
Machiavelli, yet the innovation of 
utmost 
pressures 
was 
contrived 
only by ti>e modern totaiitarianists. 
The recent haggling, nagging and 
rattling of nerves according to plan 
evidently 
is 
designed 
to 
weaken 
Anglo-American resistance to Com­ 
munist demands and to promote the 
cause of appeasers among us who 
wish to give the Communists every­ 
thing they wish. 
These appealers 
do not realize the nature and pur­ 
pose of the attack which is to make 
us surrender the peace of the w rid 
to Communism. They do not realize 
that such surrender will only 'rad to 
larger and larger demands 
is was 
our experience in dealing with Hit­ 
ler and Mussolini. 


WHAT’S BEHIND IT ALL 
Any fair mind can see this so 
plainly as to bring the point beyond 
the possibility of contradiction 
Be­ 
hind these developments are the fol­ 
lowing facts: 
The air is free over our zones. 
Commercial 
planes 
ami 
mili­ 
tary transport may travel peace­ 
fully there. But the air is closed 
in Russia, and by Russia in ev­ 
ery nation in which she is in­ 
fluential 
in 
the 
government. 
i 
Permits 
to 
travel 
must 
be 
sought in her zones, and these 
are seldom granted. 
When al­ 
lowed, restrictions are imposed 
as to tim e and occasion. Russia 
and her satellites, like Yugo­ 
slavia, are completely isolation­ 
ist in the air as on the ground. 
That is why these incidents c?n 
occur to us—but not to their 
planes. 
The nerve-pressure incidents are 
whooped up by the Russians and 
their satellites in various available 
ways. 
You may recall that one of 
our embassy men in Moscow was 
charged with “ hooliganism” (unde­ 
fined specifically) against a Russian 
girl. 
Moscow made as much oi it 
as possible, although immunity is 
the rule with foreign diplomats on 
our side. 
The Yugoslavs have been 
crossing 
the 
line 
and 
kidnaping 
some people (not Americans) back 
into Yugoslavia where they disap­ 
pear. 
From 
our 
mission 
in 
Ro­ 
mania, a girl employee suddenly 
disappeared. 
It developed she had 
been jailed with no charge filed, but 
our diplomatic people were not al­ 
lowed to communicate with her An­ 
other male employee of ours there 
(a Romanian) was arrested at his 
home and convicted without a pub­ 
lic trial. 
In typical Nazi ways, the 
Russian 
zones 
practice 
grimaces 
continuously at our diplomacy. 
With affronts to fairness which 
are almost laughable, Russia sim­ 
ilarly denicinds entry in tire United 
Nations for her Outer Mongolia, but 
opposes entry for Britain’s Trans- 
Jordan or Eire. 
When the Paris 
peace conference opened, the Com­ 
munist dictator of tiny Albania for­ 
tified it in a bristling way, which 
naturally had no effect—upon the 
Trieste situation, which his act was 
supposed to influence.

GREECE: 
Big Stakes 
Greece forged to the front of the 
troubled European picture as the 
scene of the latest tug of diplomatic 
war between the western allies and 
Soviet Russia. 
Working boldly to establish su­ 
premacy throughout eastern Europe 
and adjoining Asia Minor, Moscow 
recalled Amb. Konstantine K. Rod­ 
ionov from Greece as a mark of 
displeasure against the holding of a 
plebiscite to return King George II 
to his throne. 
Because Britain, supported by the 
U. S., favored both the restoration 
of the monarchy and the Populist 
party government now' in the saddle, 
Russia’s move really was pointed 
against Anglo-American policy. The 
presence of 40,000 British troops in 
Greece has acted as a lever against 
a Communist inspired seizure of 
power, and the visit of U. S. w ar­ 
ships to Grecian waters before the 
plebiscite was seen as a gesture of 
friendship for the rightist regime. 
The tussle between the Anglo- 
American 
and 
Russian blocs 
in 
Greece is for big stakes: A govern­ 
ment friendly to the British would 
assure them of a toehold in the Bal­ 
kans and an advance base for the 
Near East and Suez canal, while 
Russian domination of the country 
would 
result in complete Soviet 
hegemony in the Balkans and a pro­ 
tected flank in the event of trouble 
in Asia Minor.

next winter and spring. 
Declaring that prospects pointed 
to plentiful supplies of feed grains 
this year, Anderson stated that it

farmers into fattening stock. Other­ 
wise, he said, large numbers of lean 
animals would be butchered, creat­ 
ing a serious shortage later. 
Anderson’s recommendation for a 
boost in the cattle top to $20.25 per 
hundredweight, Chicago basis, and 
in the hog ceiling to $16.25 ran 
counter to OPAdministrator Paul 
Porter's desire to establish prices 
around the old level of $18 and 
$14 85. As a result of the boosts, re­ 
tail ceilings were scheduled to rise 
from two to eight cents on beef and 
about three cents on pork.

22.9 billion dollars for the period. 
Add to this figure costs for pur­ 
chase and repairs of existing homes 
of 8.3 billions this year and 5.5 bil­ 
lions in 1947, plus 730 million dol­ 
lars in long-term new homes begun 
in 1945 and subtract the 
repay­ 
ments, and you get the estim ate of 
41.2 billion.

“Almost half of the total need of 
29.9 billions will be filled by repay­ 
ments on outstanding debt, allowing 
for advance as well as scheduled 
amortization. 
Trends for the first 
four months of this year indicate 
that a large volume of refinancing, 
together 
with 
sustained high 
in­ 
come, will result in a volume of re­ 
payments in 1946 approximately 40 
per cent above the 1945 volume. 
In 1947, however, repayments prob­ 
ably will return to a level near 1945. 
“ Subtracting those needs tvhich 
will be met by repayments, the net 
in the home financing debt would 
be 15.2 billion dollars by the end 
of 1947, or a total net increase in 
residential mortgage debt of 41.2 
billion dollars. 
Since the total net 
public and private debt in 1930 was 
190 billion dollars and the residen­ 
tial mortgage debt amounted to 30 
billion dollars, the estimate of 41.2 
billion dollars l v2 years hence is not 
excessive when compared w’lth the 
present total net public and pri­ 
vate debt estimate of 400 billions.’’ 
Plenty of Money Ready 
Wyatt points out that the needs in 
the home financing field, insofar as 
VEHA is concerned, can be met 
from three major sources: net in­ 
creased savings of individuals in 
lending 
institutions; 
liquid assets 
held by lending institutions, and po­ 
tential direct investments by indi­ 
viduals and the secondary credit 
facilities of the Federal Home Loan. 
With this huge jackpot of billions 
of dollars in the construction indus­ 
try, one would think that the “take” 
in the usual way would be sufficient, 
but government already has filed 
several hundred suits against lum­ 
ber and material companies alleg­ 
ing illegal practices.

Farmers Warned 
Of Hog Cholera 
Darger Season 


W arning against the danger 
of 
outbreaks 
of 
hog cholera in 
he 
hazardous months of early fall was 
issued today by the American Found­ 
ation for Animal Health. 
This 
is one of the seasons 
of 
greatest danger from hog cholera, 
according to 
the foundation, r rid 
livestock men are advised to keep a 
close watch on their swine droves 
and have all pie* vaccinated early. 
Vaccination, along y ith sound sani­ 
tation practices and proper feeding, 
constitutes the best safeguards for a 
sure pig crop. 
Signs of fever, loss of appetite, or 
weakness are danger signs, and iu- 
fection can be spread rapidly by a 
hog coming down with the cholera 
before pronounced sym tom s appear. 
‘‘If evidence of illness appears, sus­ 
pect cholera first,” the foundation 
statem ent said, “ and have a veteri­ 
nary!) make a diagnosis at once.” 
The 
foundation 
s t a t e m e n t 
continued, suggesting that if cholera 
does break out in the neighborhood, 
‘ quarantine for at least ,wo weeks 
any new livestock brought to 
the 
farm. And if it occurs on the farm, 
notify neighbors so they can take 
precautionary m easures.”

A Message from the Home Relief

this message, giving a brief summary of the standing of our association, 
together with other pertinent information. 


The Home Relief Association of Medina County, Texas, is a non-profit 
corporation, organized by the citizens of Medina County, Texa*. for 
the 
benefit of the people of Medina County, and is being operated and carried 
on for that purpose. 


It is a corporation which operates strictly under the laws of Texas, which 
govern such companies, and under the supervision of the State D epartm ent 
of Insurance. 


The President o! the Association is the Hon. A. H. Rothe, County Judge 
of Medina County, Texas. The Directors are S. A. Jungm an, A. H. Rothe, 
Henry 7 Windrow, Dr. H. J. Meyer, A. II. Schmeers, J. H. Steinle, and J.. 
M. ringer, all of whom ate rendering their services w ithout pay or 
other 
compensation. These directors are honorable citizens and men of integrity, 
who are serving for the „ 
-od of the r eo*.e of Medina County. 


The present membership of our association is now 1192 m embers in good 
standing. All white residents of Medina County, Texas, in good health, and 
between the ages of IO and 50 years of age are eligible for membership. 
I he charge tor becoming a member is Three Dollars ($3.00), which must 
accompany the apple alien to become a member. This paym ent is returned 
to the applicant, if not accepted. No medical examination is required, other 
than in exceptional cases, and this to be passed upon by the directors. 


Each member IS required to pay the sum of One Dollar ($1.00) upon the 
death of a mem ber,plus the sum of Fifty Cents ($0.50) semi-annually to 
cover Me actual cost of operating the company. For illustration there were 
nine (9) oeaths during the Year 1945, which co<t each member Nine Dol­ 
lars < $9.09), pius One Dollar ($1.00) per member for the expense charge, 
making a . otal disbursem ent of Ten Dollars ($10.00) per m em ber fo r the 
n nr 
l e t .o i 
bIenelfK;Iane» each received the sum of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000.06), 
he balance of the collections being deposited ut the 
C l e d ) of ti 
Reserve Fund, which is steadily growing. We now have approx­ 
imately Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,000.00) in this reserve fund, which 
:* infested in Bonds of the I nited States, bearing interest which also goes 
into the m ortuary or reserve fund. Thus our reserve is growing, and there-

been 
questioned or contested, and all have been promptly paid. The annual 
e- 
port, as approved by the Insurance Commissioner shows that during the 
4 cai I. I.) there were nine deaths and 36 new members, and that the ba­ 
lanic* in fund- at the end of 1945 was the sum of $29,744,83. All of this 
shows a healthy and prosperous financial condition for the Association. 


All eligible residents of Medina County should avail themselves of the 
opportunity to become members of this fine association. If and when you 
are called upon to pay a dollar you will be paying it to a departed fellow 
citizen s loved ones, in time of distress. And if m isfortune should overtake 
jo u i fam ily by this same token they will receive the same help. Our asso­ 
ciation lias no agents to solicit membership, other than its secretary; and

! < -ly up to each individual to write a card to Hie secretary requesting 
a blank application, and to become a m em ber while he or sh e 'is in 
good 
health and before it may be too late to qualify. By all working together, in 
co-operaviou, for our mutual good, we can make the Horne Relief Associ­ 
ation continue to grow bigger and stronger as the years go by.
